water, as the oily perspiration may in¬ 
terfere with the aotion of tbe plaster. 
One great advantage of cayenne pepper 
plaster over mustard is that, while the 
latter frequently blisters, the former 
never does so, no matter how strong it 
is applied. In the use of mustard, if tbe 
skin is broken, all treatment must cease 
until it heals, bnt with pepper, when 
the plaster loses its effect, another may 
be applied without unpleasant conse¬ 
quences. ’’—New York Ledger.

The Sierra Kevadas* * 

■ Dr. Turner, who has made the geolo¬ 
gy of the Sierra Nevada a long time 
study, has published a monograph in 
which he asserts, with plausible reason- 
ing, that the many kinds of rock char¬ 
acterizing that formation have been 
formed in part by deposition beneath 
the sea, in part by intrusion as ig¬ 
neous masses, also by eruption from 
volcanoes, and portions of them have 
been subsequently metamorphosed. 
While the southern portion of the range 
is composed of granite, he finds that the 
central and northern part, west of longi¬ 
tude 120 degrees, consists prevailingly 
of schists, these-having been produced 
by intense metamorphism of both an¬ 
cient sediments and igneous rocks, and 
it is in these schists, chiefly though not 
solely, that the auriferous quartz veins 
occur. 

Further, the trend of tbe bonds of al¬ 
tered sediments and of their schistose 
structure is generally from northwest 
to southeast," parallel to the trend of the 
range, hut great masses of granite and 
other igneons rocks have been intruded 
among the schists, forming irregular 
bodies, which interrupt foe regular 
structure and which are generally bor¬ 
dered each by. a zone of greater meta- 
morphism. These schists, with their as¬ 
sociated igneons masses, form foe older 
of the two great groups of rocks recog- 
nized in foe Sierra Nevada.

-It Was at Savannah a Year and a Half 
Before the War. 

Tho last great slave auction held in 
this country occurred just a year and a 
half before the war—in October, 1859 
—at the race track in Savannah. Tiie 
slaves were the property of Pierce But¬ 
ler, a picturesque and prominent figure 
at that day in Philadelphia society, 
who is today only remembered as hav¬ 
ing been the husband of Fanny Kemble, 
the actress, reader and author. His fam¬ 
ily name was Mease, but he inherited a 
fortune in lands and slaves from his 
grandfather. Major Pierce Butler of 
South Carolina, on condition that he 
should take the latter’s name. 

Butler’s inveterate passion for gam¬ 
bling got him into financial difficulties. 
It iff said that he lost $26,000 on a sin 
gle hand—four deuces against four 
kings held by his opponent. 

Finally, to meet his losses, Butler 
was forced to sell his slaves. There 
were 988 of them in all The sale took 
two days and netted $303,850. Butler 
had chosen a good time to sell. A year 
later his negroes would not have been 
worth a dollar a head. But the sale 
would have been more profitable had it 
not been announced as one of the con¬ 
ditions that no division of families 
would be permitted. Hence, in order to 
secure a good slave, buyers often had 
to take with them infirm or aged rela¬ 
tives-^ Out of this limitation grew a 
memorable tragedy? Tom Pate, a well 
known Yicksburg trader, bought at the 
sale a man, his two sistors and his wife, 
with the guarantee that they should 
not be separated. Disregarding this, 
Pate sold the sisters, one to Pat Somers, 
a brother trader, and the other to a resi¬ 
dent of St. Louis. What legal rights a 
negro had in the south, were well pro¬ 
tected. Somers was told of the guaran¬ 
tee, and he sent the girl-' back to Pate 
and demanded his money.. A quarrel 
Waff the result, and Somers was shot 
dead. Ten days later his nephew killed 
Pate, and died from wounds received 
The fend Was kept up until every male 
bearing the name of Pate was wiped 
ont, and then the war, liberated, the sis¬ 
ters.—New York Herald.
